THE WATERGATE SCANDAL THAT LED TO HIS RESIGNATION. CHIAO

HOWARD K. SMITH: ABC'S HERBERT KAPLOW, WHO WENT WITH 
KISSINGER, HAS THIS REPORT: 

KAPLOW: HIS 7TH VISIT SINCE IT ALL BEGAN ALMOST 3 1/2 
YRS. AGO, BUT THIS TIME WITH HIS WIFE. KISSINGER, BY NOW 
ALMOST A FAMILIAR FIGURE, ARRIVING AT THE PEKING AIRPORT. 

HE HAD FLOWN FROM TOKYO, BUT BEFORE THAT HE HAD SPEND A 
DAY WITH THE RUSSIANS AT VLADIVOSTOK, WITH THOSE WHOM THE 
CHINESE DISTRUST SO MUCH. SHORTLY AFTER THE ARRIVAL THE 
AMERICAN DIPLOMAT WAS TAKEN TO HIS GUEST HOUSE AND THERE 
POSED FOR PICTURES, THEN TO A HOSPITAL AND A COURTESY CALL 
ON THE MAN WITH WHOM KISSINGER HAD DEALT SO MUCH IN THESE 
PAST 3 1/2 YEARS, PREMIER CHOU EN-LAI. THE 76 YEAR 
OLD CHINESE LEADER SECOND ONLY TO CHAIRMAN MAO HAS BEEN 
ILL FOR SEVERAL MONTHS NOW. HIS FOREIGN POLICY 
RESPONSIBILITIES ARE BEING HANDLED NOW BY FON MIN 
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CHIAO HUANG HUA. AND OF COURSE THE BANQUET IN THE GREAT 
HALL OF THE PEOPLE. AS IS THE CUSTOM, THERE WAS THE 
EXCHANGE OF TOASTS, THE FIRST BY THE CHINESE FON MIN 
CHIAU HUANG HUA. AMONG OTHER THINGS HE SALUTED FORMER 
PREZ NIXON, FOR THE PIONEERING ROLE HE PLAYED FOR 
IMPROVING SINO-AMERICAN RELATIONS. THEN KISSINGER 
RESPONDED (FILM): THE BEGINNING OF THE PROCESS OF NORMAL- 
IZATION OF RELATIONS WITH THE PEOPLES' REPUBLIC OF CHINA 
AND ITS CONTINUATION IN THE YEARS SINCE THEN HAS NOT BEEN 
A MATTER OF EXPEDIENCY BUT A FIXED PRINCIPLE OF AMERICAN 
FOREIGN POLICY." 

KAPLOW: KISSINGER'S BEEN CHARACTERIZING THIS AS A 
REGULAR ANNUAL VISIT, TRYING TO HEAD OFF EXPECTATIONS OF 
BIG THINGS TO COME, THIS HIS SEVENTH VISIT TO MAINLAND 
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CHINA. 

4. NBC NIGHTLY NEWS, JOHN CHANCELLOR (15 MTS. INTO 
PROGRAMI.CHANCELLOR: SECRETARY OF STATE HENRY KISSINGER 
MET TODAY WITH CHINA'S DEPUTY PREMIER AND FON MIN IN 

PEKING. DEP. PREMIER TING CHIAO PING TOLD KISSINGER 
HE'D LIKE TO CONFER WITH HIM IN WASHINGTON. KISSINGER 
REPLIED THAT HE HOPES THAT WOULD HAPPEN SOON. 

CHOU EN-LAI HAS NOT TAKEN PART IN THESE TALKS; HE IS STILL 
SICK INTHE HOSPITAL BUT LATE LAST NIGHT KISSINGER VISITED 
HIM THERE. CHOU HAS BEEN IN THE HOSPITAL FOR FIVE MONTHS. 

HE IS 76 YEARS OLD AND IN FRAIL HEALTH. KISSINGER HAD 
DEVELOPED A WARM RELATIONSHIP WITH CHOU IN KISSINGER'S 
SIX PRIOR VISITS TO CHINA. THIS IS ONLY A SOCIAL MTG; 

IT LASTED ONLY A 1/2 HOUR. NANCY KISSINGER WAS THERE 
WITH HER HUSBAND AND SO WERE HAK'S TWO CHILDREN FROM HIS 
FIRST MARRIAGE, LIZA AND DAVID. 

5. CBS , WALTER CRONKITE: MARVIN KALB REPORTS FROM 
PEKING: THE SECRETARY QUICLY REASSURED CHINESE LEADERS 
THAT THE VLADIVOSTOK SUMMIT WAS NOT DIRECTED AGAINST THEM 
BUT AGAINST THE SPIRALING ARMS RACE. THE CHINESE ARE 
POLITE BUT THEY DO NOT SEEM PERSUADED. THEY GO THROUGH 
THE MOTIONS OF CORDIALITY. CHOU EN-LAI, THE AILING 
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PRIME MINISTER, CHATS WITH THE SECRETARY FOR HALF AN HOUR, 
FRONT PAGE NEWS ALL OVER CHINA TODAY. THEIR MEETING IS 
PLEASANT BUT NOT SUBSTANTIVE. HSIAO-PING, THE DEPUTY 
PRIME MINISTER, HAS SLIPPED INTO HIS PLACE. THE CHINESE 
LEADER OPENS THE TALKS BY POINTING TO REPORTS THAT 
CHINESE- AMERICAN RELATIONS HAVE COOLED OVER THE PAST YEAR. 
TODAY IN TWO MEETINGS, SIMILAR IN STYLE TO LAST NIGHT'S 
CURTAIN-RAISER, PING EXPRESSED IMPATIENCE WITH AMERICAN 
UNWILLINGNESS TO BREAK WITH NATIONALIST GOVERNMENT IN 
TAIWAN. FILM WITH KALB NARRATING: AS THE TRADITIONAL 
BANQUET IN THE CAVERNOUS GREAT HALL OF THE PEOPLE, THE 
MUSIC IS SWEET BUT THE TOASTS ARE NOT. THE NEW FON MIN 
SPEAKS OF CONTRADICTIONS AND DISORDER UNDER THE HEAVENS. 

IN OUR VIEW, HE SAYS, TURMOIL IS A GOOD THING. HAK 
ACKNOWLEDGES THE TURMOIL BUT CITES THE CRITICAL IMPORTANCE 
OF CONTINUED GOOD RELATIONS WITH CHINA. (HAK ON FILM 
STATING THAT RELATIONSHIP IS NOT ONE OF EXPEDIENCY BUT 
A FIXED PRINCIPLE IN AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY.) 

KALB: HAK KNOWS THAT CHINESE-AMERICAN RELATIONS ARE NOW 
MARKING TIME, WAITING FOR BOTH SOCIETIES TO SORT OUT THEIR 
DOMESTIC PROBLEMS BEFORE REACHING OUT FOR NEW ADVENTURES. 
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
